Nashville Loses in Fight Be- 
fore the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, 


ATLANTA WILL BECOME 
IMMENSE GRAIN CENTER 
AS RESULT OF DECISION 


Atlanta Merchants Have Been 
Fighting the Privileges 
Granted Nashville, Claiming 
That They Constituted an 
Unlawful Discrimination. 
Must Cease by September 1. 


Washington, July 8—The so-called 
“elevator “allowance” to dealers in hay, 
grain and grain products at Nashville, 
Tenn., was declared to be an unlawful 
discrimination in a decision announced 
today on the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

The complaint was brought by com- 
mercial houses in Atlanta and other 
Georgia ec‘ties, which alleged that the 
carriers have granted to Nashville un- 
due preference in the handling of 
grain, grain products and hay from 
Ohio and Mississippi river crossings to 
destinations, thereby

The commission held that 
cumstances and conditions prevailing 
at Nashville are not so dissimilar from

those prevailing at other points in the 
‘southeast as to warrant a continuanclPe

It was held further that “this privi- 
lege operates as a device by which 
traffic may move at less than the 
lawful tariff rate.” 

The defendants, which include prac-

They are directed to file tariffs with 
the commission in consonance with the 
order, the tariffs to be effective for 
at least two years.

What the next step will be remains 
to be seen, but it is evident that eith- 
er the state or the federal court must 
give way, and up to now both Judge 
Chariton and Judge Speer seem equal- 
ly determined. 

How the Situation Came About. 

When President J. S. Walker, of the 
Electric Supply company, of this city, 
died a short time ago, its affairs were 
found considerably involved, though it 
was claimed the concern was by no 
means bankrupt. 

The concern owed approximately 
$83,000. Creditors, representing $80,- 
000 of this amount, got together, and 
decided to take the matter into 
state court, with a view to rehabilitat- 
ing the company. This was done, and 
Judge Chariton appointed W. V. Davis 
receiver. 

Subsequently, creditors representing 
only $2,400 of claims, who did not par- 
ticipate in the other movement, insti- 
tuted involuntary proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States court. 
Ignoring Judge Charlton’s claim to 
jurisdiction, Judge Speer, on July 65, 
issued a mandatory injunction against 
Receiver Davis, directing him to turn 
over the assets of the company to 
Marshal’ George F. White, of the south- 
ern district. ‘ 

The action of the United States court 
was a surprise to ‘those/ who were 
trying to rehabilfiate the property 
through the médinum of the ‘state 
courts. , 
The Clash Comes. 

Judge Speer issued his mandatory 
injunction two days after Judge Charl- 
ton had gone thoroughly into the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction as between his 
court’ and the United States court, and 
had decided that the state court had 
jurisdiction. 

He followed this decision with an or- 
der directing Receiver. Davis to hold 
onto the. property and not to turn it 
over to Marshal White, the receiver 
named by the United States court. 

When Marshal White came along 
with his mandatory injunction there- 
fore, he found he was up against about 
as stiff a proposition as he has learn- 
ed to view the court in which he 
serves. 

There was nothing to it for Marshal 
White, Receiver Davis, acting under 
inetructions from Judge Charlton, de- 
clined emphatically on Tuesday to turn 
over the property to him, or to let 
him have anything to do with it. 

Judge Charlton's instructions were: 
“fro not turn over to George F. White 
or to any other person, the property 
and assets of said company until di- 
rected so to do by order of this court, 
whick is not at present given.” 

Armed Men On Guard. 

In order further to prevent any in- 
terference with the property Receiver 
Davis has put four armed deputies. on 
guard night and day to be prepared 
against any possible surprise on the 
part of the United States court's offi- 
cials, 

Ttis is regarded as the most inter- 
esting and significant feature of the 
situation, as no instance is recalled in 
recent years where the clash between 
federal and state court authority has 
reached so acute a stage. 

It is anticipated that the next move 
on the part of the United States court 
will be the arrest of Receiver Davis on 
the charge of contempt of court. 

As the receiver is the direct repre- 
sentative of Judge Charlton, it is ap- 
parent what further strained relations 
between the courts such action would 
involve. 

Keenest interest in the situation is 
manifest, and it is being watched for 
anticipated developments from hour to 
hour. 

There has even been talk of a pos- 
tible contempt order against Judge 
Chariton, issued from the United 
States court, but the lawyers say this 
is vut of the question.

the] -estrictions on the free sale of tobacco 


in the hand. 

This action was the result of many 
years of agitation and of much active 
recent campaining. 

The Bradley amendment autherizes 
anyone, the grower, any person to 
whom he may make transfer, or any- 
one else, to sell tobacco in the hand 
without paying a tax, but requires 
that when the sale exceeds ten pounds, 
a record shall be kept for the benefit 
of the internal revenue service. 

The present law permits the grow- 
er to dispose of his product, but doe 
not. allow his vendee to transfer it 
without paying a tax of six cents a 
pound. The prohibition has been the 
cause of much disturbance, culminating 
in the forays of‘the night riders in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

The finance committee made an ad- 
verse report on the provision to the 
senate. Senator Bradley, author of the 
amendment, has, however, been per- 
sistent in his efforts to have the tax 
removed, and at last succeeded in 
prevailing upon Senator Aldrich and 
other members of the finance commit- 
tee to acquiesce. 

Corporation Tax Provision, 

The uncompleted corporation tax 
provision was the first subject of the 
day’s considasgation. Senator Daniel 
spoke in defense of his amendment, 
levying a tax of one-quarter of one per. 
cent. on the gross receipts of corpora- 
tions Raving a capital stock of more 
than $300,000. 

Mr. Bacon suggested that he make 
his plans apply also to corporations 
with gross receipts of more than $300,- 
000 annually. 

Mr. Bacon offered his amendmegt 
as an amendment to the proposition 
made by the Virginia senator, but both 
amendments were “laid on the table.” 

Other amendments to the corporation 
tax amendment were quickly disposed 
of in the same way. 

The corporation tax amendment as 
perfected by the committee then was 
agreed to and Mr. Aldrich announced 
that with the exception of the tobac- 
co tax the bill was perfected so far as 
committee amendments Were concerned. 

Mr. Bacon, for his colleague, Mr. Clay, 
offered an amendment to the bill pro- 
viding for a special tax and for the 
regulation of sales upon stock ex- 
changes and insisted upon a strict ad- 
herence to parliamentary rules in dis- 
posing of it. 

Bacon Scores 

“It is very apparent,” said Mr. Ba- 
con, after several] clashes with the 
Rhode Island senator, “that there are 
certain senators who by reason of 
their relations to the majority assume 
to have greater rights than other sena- 
tors on this floor.” 

At the first opportunity. Mr. Al- 
drich moved to lay the amendment on 
the table, which was done. 

The tobacco tax amendment was jaid 
before the senate after the disposal 
of the other measures. Mr. Martin pro- 
tested against it as carrying a large 
increase of taxation on the tobacco 
industry. 

“This,” said Mr. Simmons, of North 
Carolina, referring to the increased to- 
bacco tax, “is a direct tax upon the 
laboring class who actually consume 
90 per cent of all chewing tobacco and 
snuff.” 

After Mr. Simmons had concluded, 
Mr. Aldrich called for a vote on the 
tobacco amendment, but Mr. Bailey 
said that Mr. Daniel, who had beeh 
called from the chamoer, desired to 
speak, In the few moments that Mr. 
Bailey occupied the floor he referred 
to the time when Mr. Aldrich had led 
the movement which resulted in the 
repeal of the war revenue tax on to? 
bacco, while he was now..trying to 
raise the tobacco tax. 

Burdens on People. 

“But you may go on,” continued Mr. 
Bailey, “multiplying the burdens until 
the people, in their righteous wrath, 
drive you out. ‘You fail to lay any 
tax on the incomes of the rich and 
exact tribute from the poor by taxing 
their tobacco.” 

At this point Mr. Daniel returned. He 
rspoke at length against the tobacco 
amendment. 

Mr. Daniel gave notice that he would 
move to amend the finance commit- 
tee’s proposition, by striking out the 
proposed eight cents on tobacco and 
snuff, and retaining the existing 6-cent 
tax. The amendment was lost.

He Says That the Solid South 
Has Made the States of 
New England Solid for the 
Republican Party — En 
Route to Washington. 


Burlington, Vt., July 8.—President 
Taft's participation in the Lake Cham- 
plain tercentenary celebration ended 
tonight and he left late tonight en 
route for Weshington, where tomor- 
row he will plunge again into the in- 
trioacies of the tariffat a meeting with 
house and senate leaders concerning 
the conference consideration of the 
Ineasure, ’ 

The celebration here today was ‘in 
many ways a repetition of the pro- 
gram followed in New York. The 
president seemed more deeply im- 
pressed than ever with the expressions 
of good wili which were utéered anew 
by the accredited representatives of 
France, Gréat Britain and Canada. 

The French ambassador, M. Jusse- 
rand, the British ambassador, Mr. 
Bryce; Governor Hughes, of New York: 
Governor Prouty, of Vermont, and 
Postmaster General Lemieux, of Can- 
ada, were the speakers of the day in 
addition to President Taft. 

During the afternoon the president 
witnessed for the first time the Indian 
pageant of Hiawatha given on floats 
near the Yacht club wharf. Tonight 
with the other visitors he was a guest 
at a banquet. 


Taft en Seuthern Hospitality. 


“Now, one of the stories and expe- 
riences,” said the president, “that 
comes to me tonight at the end of 
these three days is that of George 
Fred Williams, of Massachusetts, who 
attended a meeting in celebration of 
the completion of the bridge at Mem- 
phis. They gave him the hospitality 
the region is famous for. For a day 
or two it continued, and finally he was 
called upon at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, at the closing banquet, to say 
what he had to say to the people of 
Memphis. What he said was: 

‘“‘People of Memphis, we of Mas- 
sachusetts thank you for your fero- 
clous hospitality.’ 

“IT only want to say that if there be 
any similarity between our two expe- 
riences, it is fitting that this one 
should end, as it certainly does end, in 
spite of decorations, in a gymnasium. 

“Now, I have been a good deal inter- 
ested in trying to break up in a sense 
—not exactly in a political sense, but 
in the sense that you will understand, 
that feeling and sentiment—the solid 
south. And when I have suggested 
that, the irreverent southern politician 
has suggested that it is about time to 
break up the solid north. and refer- 
ences are made to the fact that Ver- 
mont is just about as solid as Ala- 
bama and Georgia. Well, what the 
effect on Vermont would be if the 
south were really to break up and some 
of these states become republican, per- 
haps we cannot say. 


Effect of Solid Seuth. 


“It is my own theory that Vermont 
and many another northern states has 
been made solidly republican because 
there was a solid south, and that one 
of the benefite of breaking up a solid 
south woujd’ be that there would be 
no solidity anywhere: on sectional 
lines. 

“Now, they are going on: they are 
building railroads; they are exercising 
great discretion, and they are taking 
from us many of our best farmers who 
are in search of rich wheat fields in 
the west. All these things, if we 
adopted a short-sighted policy, would, 
perhaps, arouse in us a jealousy and 
a desire to prevent a growth on their 
part into what we might regard as a 
competitor of ours. That, I think, is 
a most short-sighted policy. They 
cannot have a prosperity that we can- 
not and must not share. And we can- 
not have a prosperity on our side from 
which they will not derive a benefit. 
Therefore, each may look upon the 
growth of the other with entire com- 
placency and with earnest desire that 
the ideals and ambitions that they have 
formed may be carried to fruition, and 
I am giad to feel, from a national 
standpoint, that’ these celebrations, 
these memorials, are a permanent step 
forward in bringing about that union 
of feeling and sentiment and neighbor- 
hood which ought to be encountered 
between those two great powers of 
the North American continent.”

In speaking of some of 
the problems claiming attention, he 
said: 

“The public is awakening to the vast 
importance of wider and more intelli- 
gent health regulation. There 
was a time,” said Mr. Smith, 
“when one’s neighbors might have dis- 
eases to their heart's content and noth- 
ing be thought of it. The only object 
was to keep one’s own back yard clean, 
one’s own household sanitary. 

“So long as epidemics were avoided 
and the death rate was sufficiently doc- 
tored or concealed so as to turn away 
newcomers, the subject was quickly 
dismissed, as unavoidable, and alto- 
gether disagreeable. But now munici- 
pal communities have come to realize 
that to them the general health is quite 
as important and profitable as to the 
individual. With communities, as with 
individuals, it has developed that it is 
as impossible to prosper without health 
as it is to build a house without a 
foundation.” 

He was followed by H. H. Richard- 
son, secretary of the board of trade of 
Jacksonville, Fla., whose theme, “NMu- 
nicipal Advertising,” was one gf the 
stellar features of the convention. 

“The municipality is in the position 
of the merchants who has goods to 
sell,” stated Mr. Richardson. “In or- 
der to increase the population of a 
city it shovld make known to the 
world the advantages and possibilities 
which the city has. One of the 
best means of doing this is the use of 
space in the leading newspapers. Peo- 
ple like to go to cities were they ‘do 
things.” : 

M. B. Trezevant, secretary-manager 
of the Progressive Union of New Or- 
leans, himself a splendid newspaper 
man, made the concluding talk of the 
morning on “The Cooperation Betweeen 
the Press and the Commercial Organi- 
zations.” 

“The press ts a gigantic mirror—the 
reflector of public opinion,” said Mr. 
Trezevant. “It insures to each man, 
each idea, each interest, an impartial 
presentation of its side to the view of 
all. Without its support and 
advice the efforts of commercial or- 
ganizations would be arduous, often 
misdirected and, in all too many in- 
stances, wholly ineffective. Without 
this watchman and monitor, the aver- 
age commercial organization would be 
as a ship without a rudSwr—unable to 
read the signs of advancing public 
opinion, and unable to steer a course 
when struck by public gales.” 

H. A. Truediey, industrial agent of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, spoke 
in the afternoon, choosing as his topic, 
“The Cooperation Between Advertising 
Departments of Railways and Commer- 
cial Secretaries.” He was followed by 
M. V. Richards, land and industrial 
agent for the Southern railway, whose 
work in developing the south proved 
the basis for a splendid address. His 
subject, “Cooperation Between Indus- 
trial Departments of Railways and 
Commercial Secretaries,” was received 
with interest. 

The concluding address by J. A. Ar-

House Passes Resolution 
by Mr. Vinson of 
Baldwin. 


Whether the cotton exchanges of 
the country have any excuse for ex- 
istence as at present conducted, was 
the question which engaged the atten- 
tion of the house of representatives 
for nearly an hour yesterday when 
the resolution of Mr. Vinson, of Bald- 
win, was under dscussion. It was 
approved by 4 vote of 75 to $1. 

This resolution came in with a fa- 
vorable report of the committee on 
agriculture. It calls on the senators 
and representatives from Georgia in the 
congress to support a measure that 
will force the cotton exchange to cease 
doing business at all. 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, thought the 
legislature ought tv go slow in advo- 
cating the abolition of cotton ex- 
changes. He said the exchanges were 
needed and formed a necessary part of 
the cotton trade. “If the American ex- 
changes were closed,” he said, “Euro- 
pean exchanges would fix the price of 
cotton for the world.” 

The same view was taken by Mr. Hill, 
of Monroe, who admitted having had 
intimate relations with the exchanges 
and knew how they were operated. He 
said the range of cotton prices were 
lower before the exchanges were eés- 
tablished and that prices were not then 
as uniform. 

That the exchanges are conducted in 
the interest of the mills, was the con- 
tention of Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, 
chairman of the general agricultural 
committee. He said there would al- 
ways be an irrepressible conflict be- 
tween the producers and the buyers of 
cotton and that the exchanges stood 
in the place of cotton merchants and 
were interested in keepimg the price 
of cotton down. He admitted that 
“hedging” was iegitimate, but that any 
trading which exceeded the actual size 
of the crop, was,evidence of gambling. 
He denied that cotton was higher now 
than formerly. Mr. Vinson made a 
strong statement in support of his 
resolution and the’ measure was ap- 
proved by a vote of 75 to 31.

‘Poor Roads.: Costly to 


Georgia Farmers. 


Ghief Engineer of Public Roads | 


Charles H. Hoyt, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., Makes Talk to 
the House Committee on 
Roads and Bridges.

Dealing tatgely with good roads in 


Georgia, Charles H. Hoyt, chief civil 


engineer of public roads, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., yeaterday afternoon deliv- 
ered a most interesting and instructive 
address to the members of the house 
committee on roads and bridges. De- 
claring that Georgia has natural ad- 
vantages which should give her as 
good roads as any state in the union, 
the speaker pointed out the importance 
of state &id in advancing the present 
good reads campaign in Georgia. He 
gave a number of valuable hints con- 
cerning road-building in the state, and 
at the close answered a number of 
questions asked. by his interested lis- 


teners. 

He began by stating that he hoped 
the committee would consider his talk 
only a preliminary to the work which 
will come before it within the next 
few weeks. He said that interest in 
improved highways is rapidly spread- 
ing over the civilized world, and pre- 
dicted that the country or. section 
which neglects its roads will find itself 
falling behind and being shunned by 
the most desirable class of settlers and 


citizens. 
In speaking of roads in Georgia, he 


said: 

‘In sections where stone is abund- 
ant, the macadam or gravel road is 
most easily built and best, but in the 
south, where the stone is scarce, the 
clay-gravel road is unquestionably far 
ahead of anything else obtainable at 
a moderate cost. There are sections all 
over the state wheré the earth» roads 
will be the only practicable road for 
years to come. And these roads, when 
properly built, are second to none in 
the world. 

“The present deplorable condition of 
roads in many sections of the state is 
due largely to the stupidity shown in 
the laying out of these roads. Often 
they are lower than the surrounding 
land, thus forming the natural ditch 
by which many acres are drained. Keep 
the water away from your roads, grade 
your roads higher than the surround- 
ing country and the center higher than 
the edges, and you will hear vastly 
less about bad roads. Sand-clay roads 
can be built in Georgia much more 
cheaply. than can macadam or gravel 
roads in other sections. 

“It is estimated that poor roads an- 
nually cost the farmers of the United 
States $325,000,000, and it is safe tr 
say that Georgia’s part of this vast 
sum is considerably over the half-mil- 
lion mark. And I cannot see how the 
farmers can say that good roads are 
of most benefit to automobDilists. <A 
good road for all, and the auto driver 
who races recklessly through the coun- 
try is daily hecoming rarer. The farm- 
er shauld work with the automobilists, 
for the Jatter will help him in his fight 
for better roads. The country’s one 
greatest need in the matter of road- 
building is better education. “The ad- 
dition, to its normal or agricultural 
college course, of a course in road- 
building will work untold benefits to 
the state making it. 

“To obtain. best resujts, an appro- 
priation from the state is necessary. 
This should not be large for the first 
year or so. But with the aid of this 
appropriation, skilled supervision, 
which the counties separately caygnot 
afford, can be secured. And this is 
doubly important in Georgia, now that 
the convicts have been put to work 
With this proper su- 
pervision, the state-at-large may feel 
assured that the vast amount of labor 
being put on the roads is not being 
lost through the incompetency or in- 
experience of the men under whose su- 
pervision itis being done.”

Chairman S. G. McLendon, of the state 
railroad commission relative the 
much-talked-of bond transactions with 
which. his name has been connected, 
which was read. yesterday before the 
joint legislative committee now inves- 
tigating the charges upon which he 
Was suspended by Governor Smith as 
well as matters relating to. the bond 
transactions: 

The history of ‘the campaign in 
Georgia in the yer 1908 is too fresh 
in the public mind to need any review 
beyond the statement of a single fact. 
It was being charged throughout that 
campaign that Governor Smith and hie 
administration were frightening capi- 
tal out of Georgia and that money did 
not feel safe in coming into the state 
so long as Mr. Smith was governor. 
These charges were sustained by such 
instances as the removal from Georgia 
of a company organized in Elbert coun- 
ty for the purpose of developing the 
water power in that vicinity. This 
company was alarmed and moved into 
South Carolina just across the river 
because of the fear that Governor 
Smith’s suggestion of a tax on the 
gross income of all corporations would 
be imposed. Realizing the fierce 
fight that was being made on him, it 
occurred to me that if the commis- 
sion or if I could be the means of 
inviting capital into the state, we 
would be able to meet and answer the 
charge that Governor Smith was 
frightening capital out of the state. 

The Wrightsvilte and Tennille rail- 
road had had @ bond issue pf $250,000 
approved by the railroad commission in 
October; 1907, and I was told that 
none of these bonds had been sold. In 
an effort to carry out my friendly dis- 
position to Governor Smith, and _ to 
furnish, as far as possible, a means 
of combatting the charges made 
against him, I, on April 30, 1908, wrote 
the following letter to the president 
of the Wrightsville and Tennille Rail- 
road company, Mr. A. F. Daley: 

“Some moamths ago you talked to me 
about offering the bonds of your road, 
May I ask if you have sold any of 
these bonds, or whether you have the 
entire lot where you could sell them 
to one buyer? I am anxious to see 
capital begin to come into Georgia for 
investment in our railway securities, 
which I consider safe and sound. 
think the bonds of the Wrightsville 
and Tennilie railroad belong to this 
class, and I would not hesitate to ad- 
vise my friends to put their meney into 
them. I believe you are not permit- 
ted to sell for less than par. Are you 
in a position to sell the entire issue 
at par? I will thank you to send me 
a “printed copy of your mortgage.” 

On May 1 Judge Daley made the fol- 
lowing reply: 

“I am in receipt of your leter of the 
30th instant, relative to the sale of 
the W. and T. railroad bonds, and’ I 
appreciate the interest you are tak- 
ing in this matter, and will be glad 
to avail myself of any assistance that 
you can give me. I have not been 
able yet to make any sale, or even to 
get a bid on these bonds, and as a 
consequence we are forced to delay 
necessary improvements on our road- 
way and equipment. Under the resolu- 
tion passed by my board of directors, 
I am not authorized to sell these bonds 
for less than par; but under existing 
conditions I might get authority to 
sell below this price: They have only 
time, but if a satisfactory, price could 
be obtained, I could get authority to 
sell the whole issue. I take pleas- 
ure in han@ing you a pamphiet con- 
taining a copy of our bond issue and

time you can give me any assistance.” 

On the receipt of this letter and 
a .rinted copy of the mortgage in 
question, I wrote two or three friends 
expressing the opinion that these were 
exceptionally degirabdle bonds. One of 
the letters I wrote was to Mr. J. H. 
Wade, of Cleveland, Ohio, under 
of May 56, 1908, which is as follows:

If you or 
any banking house should take 
interest enough in the matter, I will 
get these people to name a price for 
their whole issue, which, as Iam now 
informed, could not be less than par.” 

About the same time I also wrote 
Mr. F. de C.. Sullivan, a friend of mine 
in New York, who is connected with 
several large moneyed interests in that 
city. Mr. Wade's reply I have lost, 
but his letter was of the same tenor 
as the reply of Mr.-Sullivan,‘which is 
as follows: 

“Upon my return to the office this 
morning. I received yours of the 8th 
inst., relative to the entire first mort- 
gage bonds issue of $250,000 of the 
Wrightsville and. Tennille railroad, and 
have this afternoon wired you as fol- 
lows: ‘Yours &th. Impossible do any- 
wae Am writing. I regret that I 
could not do anything about this mat- 
ter at, the present time, as ‘all of the 
bankers here, instead of buying new 
issues of bonds, are quite anxious to 
wet rid of the old fseues, which they 
were unable to unload before the Oc- 
tober panic.” 

It will be noted that I was simply 
calling attention to these bonds and 
expressing tg Me oe that they were 
intrinsically lyeable. If I had suc- 
ceeded in getting any of my friends 
interested, I would have proclaimed 
that fact to the state, and I fee) sure, 
had I succeeded, it would have been 
a fact of great value to Governor 
Smith in his campaign. I did not suc- 
ceed, and the correspondence ended. 

I wrote no letters to my friends 
about the Athens street railroad bands 
at that time, but in July that com- 
pany offered a block of twenty-five 
bonds. The history of that bileck of 
bonds has been briefly and correctly 
told in a letter written by Mr. W. H. 
Patterson to myself, which I gave to 
the press so that the public might be 
informed. 

As a matter of law, and as a matter 
of fact, I might have bought every 
one of the Athens street railroad 
bonds, and might be holder and owner 
of them at the present time, 
and J] would not be tn _ “violation 
of any single letter of any statute of 
this state. The Candler bill, -section 
2, provides as follows: 

“Any person, thirty years of age, who | 
is qualified to vote as an elector in 
this state, and who is not directly or 
indirectly interested in any mercantile 
business or any corporation that is 
controlled by or that participates in the 
benefit of any pool, combination, trust 
contract or asfangement that has the 
effect or tends to increase the cost to 
the public of carriage, heat, light, pow- 
er or of any commodity or merchan- 
dise 8014 to the public, shal] be eli- 
gible to membership on said commis- 
sion, without reference to his experi- 
ence in law or railway business.” 

Thies section of the lew, in my opin- 
ion, completely changes the old law. I 
shal] not waste any time upon the 
grammatical construction of this, sec- 
tion further than to say that its pe- 
culiar phaseology limits the qualifica- 
tions, first, to age, and second, to quali. 
fications to vote as an elector in this 
state, and limite the  disqualifica- 
tion to an interest in any mercan- 
tile business or any corporation that 
is controlled by or that participates 
in the benefit of any pool, combination, 
trust contract or arrangement that 
has the .effect or tends to increase the 
cost to the public of carriage, heat, etc. 
I am nat and never have been inter- 
ested in any corporation that is con- 
trolled by or that participates in the 
benefit of any pool, ete) as set out in 
this section. 

Every railroad commiss 
own any quantity of the pe ks or bond 
of any street railroad company, and 
not be tn violation of the law. Section 
1, of the original railroad commission 
act, approved October 14, 1879, pro- 
vides as follows:

The facts in the case are just as 
stated by Mr. Patterson in his 
before referred 
Trust and Banking Corporation was the 
holder of these bonds between the 
dates as stated by Mr. Patterson, but 
[ never saw during gaid time, before 
or since, a single one of the Athens 
street railroad bonds. Section 12 of 
the act of 1879, found in the code, as 
Section 2199, provides as follows: 

“That the terms ‘railroad corpora- 
tion’ or ‘ratiroad.cempany’ contained 
in this act shall be deemed and taken 
to mean all corporations, companies or 
individuals now owning or operating, 
or which may hereafter own or oper- 
ate any railroad, in whole or in part, 
In this state, and the esaarne of this 
act shall apply to all persons, firms 
and companies, and to all associations 
or persons, whether incorporated or 
otherwise, that shall do. business as 
common carriers upon any of the lines 
of railroad in this state (street rail- 
ways excepted), the same as to rail- 
road corporations hereinbefore men- 
tioned,” 

The act of 1879 completely excepts 
from all of its provisions and all of 
its conditions STREET RAILROADS. 
The Athens bonds were STREET RAIL- 
ROAD bonds, and if I owned them at 
the present time, I would not, under 
the law, be holding them illegally. If 
there was any  disquaitfication in 
their ownership, that disqualification 
was completely removed upon the sale 
of the bends in October, 1908. 

When, on July 24, 1908, I asked the 
opinion of the attorney general, I had 
not made a careful study of the act 
of .1879. But after. receiving his 
opinion I did make an examination,. 
and came to the conclusion that the

I did not’ ask 
his opinion, or the opinion of any 
one else, because I thought the law 
Was teo plain to need explanation, and 
I further. thought that it did not-pro- 
hibit the ownersship of any interest in 
a street railroad.

Crop reports Ly at the de- 
partment of agriculture, following ‘the | 
recent heavy rains have caused Com- 
missioner of Agriccalture T. G. Hudson 
to rate the présent crop condition at 
60 per cent, as against 82 per cent, the 
estimate given ogt a month ago. 

The continued rainfaH is assigned as 
the reason, and it'is further stated the 
cotton crop in Georgia, as a result, 
will be curtailed from 500,000 to 600,- 
000 bales. 

In north Georgia the 
tions, both for cotton and corn, are 
given as exceedingly bad. In middle 
Georgia they are some better, though 
suffering, too, there from too much 
rain, while in some parts of south 
Georgia the grass has run away with 
the cotton. 

Only in extreme south Georgia are 
the conditions given as fine. In that 
section it is stated that the crops are 
a@s good as ever grown !n Georgia. 

In discussing the situation, Colonel 
Hudson said: 


“In extreme south Georgia our re- 
port: show that crop conditions, botr 
for.cotton and corn, are excellent. 
They have not had these excessive 
rains and in consequence are in good:

"GEORGIA COTTON’S $500,000 “ANN UAL MENACE. 
. When Henry -W . Grady declared that a single predatory worm menac 


ing the cotton crop of the south gave more uneasiness to Europe than a 
trampling army, he did not ‘exaggerate the overshadowing role of that staple 
in the economic scheme of civilization. ez 

Here in Georgia the backbone commodity ‘of the cémmonWwealth’s in- 
dustry is threatened, not exactly by a worm, but by an analogous blight that 
holds the sinister possibility of eventually covering the entire state. 

It is the black root disease of cotton, which, in the form of a fungus, 
attacks the roots and stems of the plants. By its presence in the water- 
ducts it cuts off the food supply, stunting or killing the plants attacked. 

: It is prevalent to a greater or less extent in the following important 
cotton-producing counties: | ! 

Berrien, Bibb, Brooks, Burke, Calhoun, Chattahoochee, Colquitt, Colum- 
bia, Coweta, Crisp, Dooly, Dougherty, Barly, Effingham, Bmaguel, Grady, 
Harris, Houston, Irwin, Laurens, Lee, Lowndes,. Macon, Marion, McDuffie, 
| Montgomery, Muscogee, Pierce, Pulaski, Randolph, Richmond, Schley, Stew- 
art, Sumter, Talbot, Terrell, Telfair, Thomas, Troup, Washington, Webster 
and Worth. It is probable the infection also occurs in other counties, al 
though those above cited are actually puaprnte? ‘for by the state entomo 
logical department. 

The federal agriculural department has setliaaainn that this diseaso costs 
the south annually $2,000,000. Of that sum the percentage In Georgia would 
total $200,000. 

Calculations made, however, by the state entomological department point 
to the probability that if the ratio of loss in the current season is main- 
tained to the end, the toll of 1909 will reach for Georgia alone half a million 
dollars. Wet weather is extremely favorable to the spread and development 
of the disease, and there has been a superabundance of that variety in 
Georgia during the recent spring and the present summer. 

The fungicides; germicides and other préparations that answer with the 
average pests that prey on agriculture are powerless to combat the ravages 
of black-root. The only method thus far found available is the use of seed 
that have developed such powers of resistance to the disease as to render 
them virtual!y immune. - 

Several varieties. of these “immune” seed have been located by the 
state entomologist, and thé samples he has furnished,-gratis, to planters 
have demonstrated the soundness of his theories by producing good crops 
on land suffering from a high degree of infection. 

He is now asking for a special appropriation of $10,000 to so extend his 
work of experimentation and seed production as_to enable him to distribute 
free immunized seed to the state-at-large. 

A bill introduced by Representative Henderson, of Irwin county, con- 
templates the granting of the appropriation, without which the campaign 
against this grave industrial menace will’ be radically handicapped. 

Farmers fro” every section of the state are asking for the passage of 
the bill, and it would appear that the general assembly could tot invest that 
particular sum in any direction more profitable. Unless checked at the pres- 
ent time, the disease must ultimately become a factor in Georgia even more 
formidable than the boll-weevil in the southwestern states. 

In this connection, Entomologist Worsham estimates that the boll-weevil 
will arrive! in Georgia in .our years. It is simply the logic of self- 
preservation to minimize one plague before we are compelled to face an- 
other on3.

THE LATEST ANTI-TRUST PROPOSAL. 


Attorney General Wickersham’s advocacy of a system of federal control 
for inferstate corporations parallels in many vital respects the proposal of 
Mr. Bryan to issue federal licenses. 

Whether or not the Taft administration will see the enactment of such 
& measure is another question. Considering, however, that the trend of 
every Roosevelt message was emphatically in this direction, and not forget- 
ting the crystallizing sentiment of the country, interstate corporations are 
no doubt in sight—sooner or later—of the general supervision contemplated 
in the address of the attorney general. 
| It was the pet theme of Mr. Roosevelt that the vast proportions of or- 
ganized industry had radically outgrown the controlling and regulating pow- 
/ers of the individual states. He never tired of pointing out that, in his 
| opinion, it was impossible for justice and equity to be universally observed, 
| when a state sought to impose restrictions or good behavior on a corporation 
| engaged in interstate traffic, and domiciled in a distant and perhaps over- 
| friendly commonwealth. Enlargement of federal jurisdiction was his remedy. 

In this respect the Taft policies promise to faithfully trail the famous 
Roosevelt policies, since it is to be asumed Mr. Wickerham was speaking 
| for the administration. 

The speaker also addressed himself to one phase of the subject that has 
| been an endless source of conflict between state and nation; The effort of 
| the former sovereignty to protect itself against the foreign corporation, and 
| the infinite complications arising therefrom, including clashes between state 
|and federal courts, and ineffectual and sometimes demagogical state legis- 


' lation. 


| Mr. Wic.:ersham would, in a measure, safeguard the jurisdiction of the 
| States by aiming a body blow at the “holding company,” that artificial crea- 
tion without the use of which the trust or monopoly would be impossible. 
, He believes a feasible procedure for the integral states would be to revoke 
| the license of any corporation should 50 per cent or more of its stock be 
owned or controlled by any other corporation. 

The plan outlined by the attorney general is, of course, only tentative. 
As a ‘vhole, it indicates the inevitable and irresistible tendency in America 
to devise some working method of checking the great price-fixing and law- 
defying combinations in this country. A somewhat ironical feature is that

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ENGLAND’S MENACE IN INDIA. 


Always a land of mysticism and uneasy foreboding, India has given 
Great hritain fresh cause for misgiving in the assassination at London 
recently of Colonel Sir William Curzon Wryllie and Dr. Calas Lalcaca ua 
Parsee of Shanghai. Admittedly, the crime was of a >olitical nature, but 
whether the most searching investigation will disclose its ultimate motive 
is a question. 

Colonel Wyllie had seen distinguished service in India, being allied 
with the government as, to employ vernacular, a “political.” Great Britain 
maintains a regular corps of such officers of high rank, whose sole 
business it is to familiarize themselves intimately with the deep-lying 
currents of sentiment and feeling among the vast, heterogeneous mess 
that comprises the empire's population. : 

Whether Colonel Wyllie had, at some timé in the past, personally 
offended the Parsee who did him to death, or whether his taking off was 
the result of a conspiracy, is not yet and may never be made clear. 

The incident has, howevér, served to stir anew the seldom quiescent 
apprehensions regarding the stability of British rule in this most © scrutable 
of the English colonies. 

Last summer, it will be ‘remembered, surface indications inspired the 
fear that a widespread native revolt was' imminent. Measures of local 
taxation were met with sullen and almost universal protest, and here and 
there occurred outbreaks of more or less importance, 

England has succeeded in India through two paramount colonization 
methods. The traditional superiority of the white man and the consistent 
policyof not interfering with local ~~ or religions, save in extreme 
instances. 

The former powerful deterring influence was greatly weakened by the 
outcome of the Far Eastern war. Through it the dark races of India 
learned that the white man was not invincihle as before the so-called 
inferior races. The lesson of that war has never been forgotten, and the 
testimony of returning British officials is to the effect that it has ne ha gt 
ably complicated the problems of rulership in Indie. 

Altogether the plight of England, facing deficits and a German scare 
at home and uncertainty in one of her wealthiest provinces, is not one of 


an enviable nature.

PRESERVING FENCE POSTS 


Constitution—Every farmer 
ig familiar with the rotting of his 
fence posts at the surface of the 
ground. The labor of replacing them 
and how to secure new and durable 
posts are sources of constant annoy- 
ance and expense. Even the more 
durable woods, such as chestnut, 
white oak and cedar, decay in eight 
or ten years. It ig true that there 
are a few kinds of wood in the United 
States, such as locust and osage-orange’ 
which give much longer service, but 
their supply, never very’ large, is

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tthe wood, discolor it and cause it to 
become disconnected and “rotten.’’ To 
preserve the timber in a thoroughly 
sound condition, it is only necessary 
to render the wood unfit for the 
growth of these organisms. This Is 
done by injecting into it substances 
poisonous to plant life. 

One of the most widely used preserv- 
atives is creosote, one of the by-prod- 
usts of coal tar. When it is in- 
jected into the wood, decay will be 
retarded indefinitely and an old-field 
pine or a cottonwood fence post when 
properly treated will easily give a 
life of twenty years or longer. Such 
a preservative treatemeént, costs about 
ten cents per post. The creosote can 
be applied by painting the wood with

rapidly becoming exhausted, and the 
farmer must now look to some other 
source for his posts. Perhaps directly 
on his farm there may be a patch of 
woods which includes such trees as 
black oak, beech, maple or pine, and 
cottonwoods and willows may grow 
along the banks of his streams. These 
are trees which hereteofore have been | 
thought of little or no use for posts, 
because of the rapidity with which 
they are attacked decay. In.their 
natural condition, they will rot in 
two or three years—-too soon to pay 
for the labor of setting them, The 
forest service in its study of prolong- 
ing the life of fence posts has found 
cheap and simple methods of preserv- 
ing them in @ sound condition for an

Long Petition With 5,000 Sinabdeba Will Be Presented

This morning at 10 o'cleck there will 
be presented to the Georgia legisiature 
a petition that is said to be the long- 
est ever sent in to that body. 

It is 205 feet long. and bears the 
signatures of over 5,000 Georgians, rep- 
résenting almost every part of the 
state, 1,500 signatures being from At- 
lanta alone. 

The petition asks for the immediate 
enactment of a compulsory school at- 
tendance law for Georgia, and will 
precede the hearing in the house com- 
mitt@ée on the bill of Representative 
Littleton, of Richmond, which is set 
for a special order at 3 o’clock Friday 
afternoon. 

A duplicate of the bill has also been 
introduced into the state senate by 
Senator Morris, of Augusta, and it is 
expected that the question of compul- 
sory school attendance will be pushed 
with the utmost vigor, and become a 
leading issue of the present session. 

Allied Organizations Support. 

A number of state organizations are 
allied in support of the proposed meas- 
ure, which is conservatively modelled 
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from the best existing laws on this 
suhject. 

Exceptions to the requirement for 
school attendance is made, from 8 to 
14, a shorter period than many states 
make obligatory, to cover the case of 
children in the most remote districts, 
and the problem of negro children in 
communities that are unwilling to 
incur the expense of their schooling. 

No child who is physically or men- 
tally unable to go to school is covered 
by the law, and exception is also made 
for the child who lives more than two 
miles from school and for other 
cases, Which the county school board 
sees to fit to excuse. It is understood 
that this latter clause will be made to 
cover the case of counties with incom- 
plete school equipment and with a 
heavy burden of negro children. The 
bill makes provision that enrollment 
in private Or denominational schools 
or adequate private instruction shall 
take the place’*of public school _ re- 
quirements for attendance.

“Many will remember that the Mc- 
Michael bill provided for a’ complete 
reorganization of the machinery of the 
public schools of the state. It created 
anew state board of éducation, a ma- 
jority of whose members were to be 
appointed by the governor; it gave this 
state board of education unrestricted 
power to do what it pleased with the 
public schools, without being responsi- 
ble to anybody; it established a num- 
ber of new offices. and gave the state 
board of education power to establish 
aS many more as it pleased, and to 
fix salaries at any figures it pleased; it 
gave the state board of education pow- 
er to adopt school books for the pub- 
lic schools under any regulations that 
it chose to make, repealing the pres- 
ent.state uniformity school book law: 
it made the state school commissioner 
an autocrat, gave him a small army 
of assistants, and, by a subterfuge, in- 
creased his salary to $3,000 or more. 
Light was turned on the McMichael 
bill from several sources, and the re- 
sult was that it never even came to 
a vote. 

“The least important part of the sur- 
vival of the McMichael bill, introduced 
by Mr.. Persons, jis the bill ‘to be en- 
titled an act to revise the school laws 
of the state so as to substitute a 
county superintendent: of* schools for 
the county commissioner of education, 
to prescribe his powers and duties, and 
to fix his minimum salary.’ The ‘re- 
forms’ proposed by this bill are un- 
necessary, and to pass the bill would 
be a useless waste of time and energy. 
The present school laws make ample 
provision for all that is proposed in 
this bill, and do it in a way that does 
not interfere with the local rights of 
the counties; whereas, if this bill be- 
come a law many local rights of the 
counties, so far as education is con- 
cerned, would be subiected to serious 
interference. 

“The essentially important part of the 
survival of the McMichaei bill is found 
in the two bills introduced in the 
house by Mr. Persons, whose titles are 
as follows: 

“*(1) A bill to be entitled an act to 
revise the school laws of the state, so 
as to change the state board of edu- 
cation, to prescribe the powers and 
duties of said board, and to fix the 
compensation of its members.’ 

“ (2) A bill to be entitled an act to 
revise the school laws so as to substi- 
tute a state superintendent of schools 
for the state school commissioner, and 
to prescribe his powers and duties.’ 

“These two bilis, it seems, are part 
and parcel of each other. If either 
should become a law and the other 
should fail, that one which did become 
a law would be nothing but a bit/of 
nonsense on the statute books of the 
state. The two bills are meant to be 
taken together so as to form a coherent 
scheme for administering not only the 
public schools of Georgia, but every 
educational interest of the state, public 
and private. Briefly, these bills pro- 
vide that the state board of education 
shall consist of the governor, the at- 
torney general, the state superinten- 
dent of schools, and four citizens elect- 
ed by these three ex officio members. 
The board is to have all the powers 
that the present state board of educa- 
tion exercises, and it is also to have 
many new powers not safeguarded by 
proper restrictions. While the subject 
of the adoption of school books for 
the common schools of the state is not 
mentioned in the bills, yet this new state 
beard of education is ‘to have this work 
among its duties. It is to have the 
power practically to go into every 
county in the _ state and direct the 
management of the public_ schools in 
that county under rules the board itself 
is to make. Without going into further 
details, it may be said that if these 
bills become laws the new state board 
of education is to be the centralized

No ong officeholder, excepting the gov- 
ernor of the state, should have such 
power as would be possessed by the 
state superintendent of education as a 
member of all these boards. Further, 
the, crying need of the publie schools 
of Georgia is close, tnformed, sympa- 
thetic supervision by the state school 
commissioner. If given all the -duties 
proposed by this bill, he would have 
precious little time to devote to per- 
sonal supervision of the public schools. 

“The common public schools of 
Georgia are the ones that need atten- 
tion. The state university, state nor- 
mal schools, and the 250 or more local 
school systems are all highly pros- 
perous, and they need no other super- 
vision than that given them by their 
present boards and faculties. Rather 
than give the state school commission- 
er additional duties tn connection with 
the state’s higher institutions of learn- 
ing, those that he now has should be 
cut off apd he should be 
required to devote his time and ener- 
gies to the common public _ schools, 
which, according to all reports, are in 
a sadly inefficient condition. 

“Now, Mr. Editor, let us return to 
that survival of the McMichael bill of 
last year ‘To be entitled, An Act to 
revise the school laws of the state so 
as to change the state board of edu- 
cation, to prescribe the powers and 
duties of said board, and to fix the 
compensation of its members.’ 

“Let us return to this bill in order 
that attention may be cdlled to one 
section that is an enlightening evi- 
dence of the influence the so-called 
general education board is having in 
Georgia educational affairs. 

“The section is No. 9, and it reads as 
follows: 

‘Section 9. Be !t further en- 
acted by the authority aforesaid 
that the state board shall have the 
power to approve all applications 
for charters in behalf of literary, 
technical or professional schools 
before such charters can be grant- 
ed; and to amend such charters 
when in the opinion of the board 
they are abused.’ 

“In some recent notable, strong and 
wise public utterances, Bishop Warren 
A. Candler, of the Methodist church, 
and Dr. Len G. Broughton, of the Bap- 
tist church, have directed the attention 
of the people of the south to the evi- 
dent purpose of the general education 
board to control higher education not 
only in the south, but throughout the 
country. These gentlemen have  pro- 
tested against this purpose, and _ they 
have done so with reason. These are 
long-headed divines, and we would do 
well to heed them. There is no doubt 
but that a well-organized and well-fi- 
nanced movement’ Is under way in 
this country to put In the hands of a 
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> *professional schools be- 

Marters can be granted.’ 

48 ere entirely ,without 
modification or qualification of any 
sort. They include every possible kind 
of educational! institution that for any 
reason could seek a charter from the 
state of Georgia. If the bill become a 
law, hereafter, under section 9, every 
school] of any character whatever that 
seeks a charter from the state must 
first have the approval of the state 
board of eduoation. This provision 
epplies not only to public institutions. 
but to private, religious, or denomi- 
nationa! institutions as well. If the 
Methodists or Baptists of Georgia de- 
sire to establish a high school any- 
where in the state and for business 
reasons desire that the school shall 
have a charter, the charter must first 
be submitted to the state board of 
education and be approved by it before 
even the general assembly of the state 
can say whether or not the charter 
shall be granted! This is almost as 
high-handed in its ruthless domineer- 
ing as anything else in the bill—al- 
most as domineering, but not quite as 
domineering; for the next line of sec- 
tion 9 is in these words, ‘And to 
amend such charters when in the 
opinion of the board they are abused. 
If this last sentence means any tale. 
it certainly means that if this bill 
become a law the state board of edu- 
cation Ww =st only have power to 
amend cle -rs granted hereafter 
that may not be satisfactory to the 
state board of education, but that the 
state board of education may go te e- 
ory college, Mercer university, mn 
leyan college, Andrew college, Agnes 
Seott college, Ressie Tift colles®.

do not know Mr. Persons, but I under- 
stand that he is a very fine gentleman, 
and I am persuaded that he has not 
fully looked into this matter. This 
section 9 looks to me like a ‘Trojan 
horse’ prepared or engineered by the 
general education board, and ‘I’m pint- 
edly agin it,’ as the old countryman 
said. Those who are responsible for 
this bill have gone even farther than 
the general education board has pub- 
licly gone, because they are openly 
seeking from the lawmaking power of 
the atate authority to make a state 
hoerd of education, which, perhaps, !{s 
to be composed partly at least of some 
of their own number, that will have 
the power to pass upon all charters of 
tuture educational institutions in this 
etate and to interfere with the charters 
of existing educational institutions In 
this state whenever in their opinion 
those institutions are abusin their 
charters. This is an importation of 
autocratic tdeas from the other side 
of Mason and Dixon’s line that is not 
wanted by the people of this state. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I am not fighting 
any man in this matter. The present 
state echool commissioner I admire and 
love. Mr. McMichael I am proud to call 
my friend, and I[ cannot but believe 
these men, when they see the possibili- 
ties for evil in these bills, will reject 
them. §Strike at the church school, as 
one of these bills does, and you strike 
at the moral uplift of our state. Strike 
at local self-government, as another 
does, and you increase the already 
present tendency towards paternalism. 

“None of the three bills under con- 
sideration, introduced by Mr. Persons, 
should become a law. Not one of,them 
is necessary to the welfare of the pub- 
lic common schools or the public 
higher educational institutions of this 
state. Taken together,’ they form a 
scheme for centralizing power in the 
hands of a few men and for making 
the state school commissioner, a sort 
of educational czar, responsible prac- 
tically to nobody but. himself. 

There is needed in Georgia a thorough 
overhauling of the public school sys- 
tem witha view to improving the 
condition of the country public schoals. 
A resolution introduced tn the house 
by Mr. McElreath, of Fulton, points in 
this direction, and it ought to pass.

‘No More Carriages for Gov- 


Rev. W. H. Tillman Denies the 
Statements Made by Rev. 
Hugh Wallace. 


The statements of the Rev. Hugh S&S. 
Wallace, paster of the tent church on 
Ponders avenue, are again attacked, 
and this time by a _ preacher, who 
brings the Rev. Wallace to taw for 
stating that thousands of people are 
destitute and unconverted in that sec- 
tion of the city. Rev. W. H. Tillman, 
pastor of the Marietta Street Congre- 
gational church, goes for the Rev. 


Wallace as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: As you have 
S. Wallace space in 
your valuable paper, will you kindly 
give me space to correct the injustice 
done our community by his state- 
ments. , 

“To say that the publication in Sun- 
day’s Constitution greatly shocked 
and filled with indignation the people 
of this community is expressing it 
mildly. 

‘ hate been serving the Marietta 
Street Congregational church for more 
than three years and have lived in the 
vicinity during this time and am in a 
position therefore to give your paper 
the facts as they exist. 

“Mr, Hugh 8S. Wallace in his letter 
to you says, ‘In the immediate section 
of the church that I am now serving as 
pastor (the Marietta 7 
there are between five and ten thou- 
sand unconverted 
people. 
and needy, destitute of the actual ne- 
cessities of life.’ : 

‘In the first place, Mr. Wallace has 
very largely overestimated the people 
of this vicinity. In the next place, if 
such conditions exist, I have been un - 
able to find them in my three years 
pastorate of daily mingling with the 
people, during which time I have made 
more than four thousand visits. Of 
course, there are people here who do 
not go to church. 

“lr have found it so in all my work 
in the ministry—people that no 
amount of persuasion can get them to 
go—people that much prefer to go to 
parks and other places of amusement 
but it is not for the lack of necessi- 
ties of life, and there are poor people 
around us. Our Savior once said, ‘The 
poor always ye have with you,’ and 
I do not know of any place in the 
Bible where it says all our wants will 
be supplied, but it does say, ‘My God 
will supply all your needs, and I can 
say that there are none of them naked 
or starving now, and the community 
has always cared for its poor as well 
as any other. These poor people go 
elsewhere and they could go to chureb 
if they so desired. 

“From Mr. Walilace’s statement, he 
would make it appear to the publie 
that his tent is the only place of wor- 
ship and he the only gospel preacher 
in the field, when the fact is that 
within a radius of two miles there are 
twelve regular places of worship, any 
one of which these poor destitute 
could easily reach. These are not 
dead churches nor are the pastors 
dead, but all have active workers for 
the promotion.of the kingdom of God. 
As to the ‘tmundreds of little children 
within a radius of a half-mile of our 
church whose parents am not able to 
either clothe them decently enough 
for them to go to Sunday school,’ I 
must say that I have never found 
either by inquiry or personal visits, 
such conditions to exist, only perhaps 
a few isolated cases, and getting chil- 
dren té6 Sunday school ts one of the 
most enjoyable features of my Chris- 
tian work. am sure that. if there 
was a child found in the vicinitv who 
was not able to have decent clothes, 
the Christian people of St. James 
Methedist church, Marietta Street 
Congregational church (these two are 
located within one hundred yards of 
Mr. Wallace’s tent) or Ponders Avenue 
Baptist would glady furni the ‘de- 
cent’ clothes and get the poor little 
child in Sunday school. 

“Mr. Wallace has given only one 
outing to these poor little destitute 
fellows and I am quite sure that the 
parents of the children who went paid 
their car fares. Mr. Wallace was on 
last Wedfiesday night excluded from 
Ponders Avenue Baptist church, and 
I do not know to what denomination 
he now belongs, but I trust that I 
have made it plafn to the pubHc that 
the people in the vicinity ofthe so- 
called néw Marietta Street Baptist 
church are not poverty -stricken- heath- 
en, which would make it necessary to 
stop the sale of the Fulton county 
almshouse property.

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RACE QUESTION 


NOT LOCAL ISSUE 


Says Rev. C. B. Wilmer 
in Address at Sewanee. 


Social Equality Does Not Mean 

_ Invitations to Dinner Nor In- 

téermarriage With Whites---It 
Is Recognition of Merit. 


Sewanee, Tenn., July 8.—(Special.) 
Following Dr. A. J. McKelway’s able 
exposition of the child labor problem 
yesterday, Dr. C. B. Wilmer, of At- 
lanta,. spoke at the conference on 
southern problems here this morning 
before an audience in which were sev- 
eral distinguished ~ visitors, among 
them being Dr. Holland, of St. Louis; 
Hon. W. A. Wimbish, who arrived 
this morning from Atlanta and who 
will take part in the debate on the 
“Railroad Rate Question;” Bishop 
Guerry, of South Carolina; Judge 
Chalkley, of Kentucky; Dr. Penick, of 
Arizona, and Dr. Johnson, of Pekin, 
China. ‘ 

Dr. Wilmers’ subject was “Proposed 
Solutions of the Race Problem.” 

He ridiculed platform orators on 
this question and said that the new 
idea of the negro reminded him of the 
new woman in Paris whose name is 
Madam Adam—she is a woman, but is 
a man. 

Among other things he said: 


“The race question is not an academic 
question, but it is one which is wrapped 
up with our whole social system. It 
has been called a southern problem; 
but the question of the adjustment of 
the relations between two races which 
live side by side is one of the biggest 
and most important before the public 
today and as such deserves the at- 


tention of all parts of the nation. In 
the north the question is not so much'! 
that @f the negro, but of other races,’ 
which have poured into this country 
during the last few years. We have 
heard jit said that the north has noth- 
ing to do with it, but this is absurd. 
We need the north to help us with its 
money and its brains. 

The rea} southern gentleman wants | 
to treat the negro fairly; it is the other 
kind who hates him like a rattlesnake 
and wishes to shoot him on sight. I 
shall not discuss mob law, but let me 
ask if violence and revenge have ever 
lessened crime? 

Liberty in the south consists in the | 
ability to agree with the majority. 
The Only hope is for division on some 
lines—state or national. We should 
demonstrate to the world that we can 
solve this problem, the solution of 
— means political and moral free- 

om. 


The Real Solution. 


Really the true solution is to get 
along with the negro as best we may, 
and to work towards the idea of ra- 
cial and individual merit. We must 
educate the negro. This is the key 
to the problem—education. Heretofore 
it has been tried by a few fanatics 
and others from the north and has | 
been as unpractical as it was fan- | 
tastic. . 

We must make a place in our social | 
System for the negro—an economic 
place; for a worker is far better than 
a loafer, no matter what his oc- 
cupation. When we have created 
the place, then let us prepare him for 
it by such sehools as that of “Dr. 
Washington at Tuskegee. By experi- 
ence we have learned that the negro 
does best in agriculture; then the only 
sensible solution is to educate him 
in it. 

Social equality does not mean ‘in- 
vitations to dinner nor intermarriage 
with the whites—it means simply rec- 
ognition of merit where it exists. As 
to suffrage, I know only one eman, 
and that is by education and property, 
which are recognized as proper quali- 
fications. The negro is here with us; 
we are the ones concerned: it is our 
problem. Shall we solve it or not?
